2* The shipyard turned out, in 1950 > Tour tankers, 1,000 tons each, of the 
’’double bottom” ttype which was adaptable as a troop transport. Also 
manufactured were 18 fishing 1>oats, each capable of carrying 31 ^ tons of 
fish. Displacement of these vessels was 40 tons. 

3. In 1951^ two 1,000 tankers were completed and three more were near completion. 
Finished, also, were six fishing boats* 

4. Repair work on river craft and tankers is currently underway. 


5. Iron plates in the shipyard came from Czechoslovakia; compasses and 
sextants came feom East Gemaany and the Soviet Union, 


6, The following vessels were seen in Constanta harbor
